Sparks from a neighbor’s burn- 
ing brush pile were believed re- 
sponsible late Wednesday after- 
noon for a fire which razed a two- 
storey frame dwelling at Cannif- 
ton, causing approximately $12,- 
000 damage and leaving two fam- 
illes homeless, 

The two-family dwelling was 2 
complete loss and all furniture 
and personal possessions were 
destroyed. Owner of the house 
was Mrs. Flossie Moore. 

With Hrs, Moore lived 19-year 
old son Lawrence and two small 
gigls, wards of the Children’s Aid 
Society, Mr. and Mrs. Frank Boyle 
and thelr six-year-old son, Tho- 
mas, lived in another part of the 
house. 7 . 

Mrs. Boyle was the only mem- 
ber of the two familles at home 
when the fire took place. Using 
the half holiday from her job in 
Belleville as a shoe store clerk 
she was doing ‘the family wash, 
when a neighbor pounded on her 
door, stating the roof of the house 
Yas afire, 

She raced a quarter of a mile to 
where her landlady, Mrs, Meore, 
was attending a W.I, bazaar, but 
by the time the two women ar- 
rived back at the scene the fire 


| had progressed to a point, where 


police barted 
to the burning home, 

“tf 1 had been at home I could 
have saved much of my furni- 
ture,” Mrs, Moore tearfully stated 
today. Much of Mrs. Moore's fur- 
niture was antique, some of it well 
over 100 years old. 

WELL QUICKLY EMPTIED. 

Belleville firemen fought des- 
perately to save the homie but by 
the time they arrived on the scene 
the flames had already eaten 
down through the roof and fire- 
men were hgmpered by lack of 
water, A nearby well wagquick- 
ly emptied and firemen were for- 
ced to haul water in pumper 
trucks from the nearest city hy- 
drant over a mile away. 

Flames ate quickly through the 
dwelling and-at one time roared 
25 feet into the air as ‘they were 
fanned. by a brisk wind, which 
blew embers and endangered 
\nearby buildings. The roof of a 
nearby barn caught fire and a 
bystander killed the flames by 
tearing off shingles with his hands, 

Firemen stayed on the job un- 
til 11 o'clock last night and re- 
turned to the scene early this 
morning when embers in the base- 
ment of tie structure flamed up.
